Many books have been written on 
the subject of etal detecting. 

Of course in this one-page article 
I can only briefly touch upon 

some of the highlights of metal 
detecting. 


What I would consider "good" metal 
detectors cost somewhere between 
$300 and $650. Detectors in this 
price range have reasonable de- 
tecting depth and are able to 
discriminate out different metals. 
The detectors at the high end of 
the price range are more costly 
because of more elaborate discri- 
mination. You should be able to 
pick up a good used detector 

for about $150. 


Just aS important as getting a 
first rate detector is knowing your 
machine. With each coin you find 
your knowledge will deepen on what 
Sounds to listen for. Use a smal] 
gold coin to test your detector to 
see where you can no longer hear 

it as you adjust your discriminator. 
Do the same with a nickle, a brass 
token and an aluminum token. Now 
you can have some idea of what you 
may be passing by when you set 

that discriminator as high as it 
will go. 


General information about detecting, 
that most of you already know, are 
among the following: Double sweep 
an area. What this means is, as 
you sweep an area, you should only 
move your coil half of its size 
with each sweep. If you do not 

do this, you will pass by about 
half of the deeper coins. Next, 
remember to hold the coil close to 
the ground. If you hold it an inch 
above the ground to save wear on 
the coil, you will lose at least 

an inch of depth. Last, listen 

for those faint sounds that won't 
discriminate out - these are your 
deeper older dimes, etc. 
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I did not find very many "good" coins 
my first year, and as I look back, one 
of the major reasons was because I was 
"fishing in a new reservoir that was 
full of minnows". Do not expect 

to find old coins in new areas. Do 
some research and find out where 

the older parts of towns are or were. 


I have done a great deal of metal 
detecting with Greg Manos. When 

we went to areas, I would ao under the 
trees and stay in the shade and Greg 
would hit the large open areas. Greg 
usually found the majority of the 

good pieces. I quess more people 

lay in the sun than in the shade. 


When you go out to a ghost town, take 
a couple of minutes and think, 

if you were going to bed down or 

camp for the night, where would u® 
If you have done much camping you wi 
realize it would be a flat area. Also 
remember this; I have talked to a 
couple of quys that have hit a lot of 
ghost towns and they agree with 

Harold Frank's statement that you 
usually average only one good coin 

for every six full hours of detecting. 


Well, in a nut sheel that is it. 

Good Tuck on finding that horde. I have 
not found it. No one I know has found 
it, so it must still be out there

Frisco is situated in the San Francisco mining 
district and is the home of the Horn Silver 
Mine. It was this mine that made Frisco what 
it was. Founded by prospectors in 1875 and sold 
in 1876 for $25,000. It was later incorporated 
on February 17, 1879. By 1880 there were about 
1,000 residents living in Frisco. On June 25, 
1880, the Southern Utah Railroad reached Frisco 
giving here the air of permanantcy. Businesses 
were springing up all over including a very 
fine hotel called the Southern Hotel, owned and 
operated by J.J. Ferron. 


Fisco also had a large number of saloons for 
her miners to wash away the dust of the day 
or gamble away their earnings. 


These saloons where also the scene of many a gun- 
fight. Soon Frisco's population reached some- 
where between 4-6,000 people. But, then on 
February 12, 1885, Frisco's bright future was 
all but destroyed when the Horn Silver Mine 
caved in. Many of the Horn Silver miners 

were layed off by 1888. Only about 250 people 
called Frisco home. Although she survived 
until well after the turn of the century, she 
was never again the booming town that she was 
in the early 1880's.

Coal Scrip Once 
Miners’ Credit 


R.R.TIPPY 


Webster defines the word HOBBY as a Sub- 
ject a person constantly talks about 

or returns to; or a favorite pastime or 
avocation. Look as hard as you will, 

you will not find where Webster defines 

the word SCRIPTOR. Hopefully, someday 

the dictionary will define the word SCRIPTOR 
as a person who collects scrip and falls in 
one or more of the categories above. 


hat 1S a scrip and how was it used? Some 
people have the mis-conception that scrip 

is only paper and perhaps associate it with 
the depression years. Scrip may be paper or 
metal and actually metal tokens are more 
prominent; in fact, some avid collectors do 
not even collect the paper variety. 


Metal tokens were referred to by different 
names that may have been peculiar to a par- 
ticular geographical region. For example in 


some areas they were referred to as "flickers", 


coal field money, light weight, doo lolly, 
etc., but the most common name is scrip. In 
this article the word scrip is referring only 
to the metal token that was used by the coal 
miner. 


Commissary checks or scrip are, in essence, 
credit tokens and fundamentlaly were used as 
follows: An employee of the coal company 

who desired credit at the Company Store could 
request issue of scrip against work performed 
or work to be performed. The scrip so issued 
would be charged against the employee's pay- 
roll account, and its face value would be 
deducted from the amount due him for work 
performed on the following pay day. The scrip 
would then be spent at the commissary for 
merchandise. 


This medium of exchange attained a certain 
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amount of general circulation in the 
immediate neighborhood of the commissary, 
Since it could be redeemed, in merchandise, 
upon presentation at the commissary by 

any bearer. For example, a miner in 
immediate need of cash might draw scrip at 
the mine office in face value of say $10, 
and subsequently sell to a third party for 
cash at a negotiated discount; or he might 
use to barter for goods or property with 
the local merchants, fellow employee, etc. 


The use of scrip has been discontinued 

by practically all coal mining companies. 
Its demise depends upon the geographical 
areas, for example, in the midwest the 
period was in the 1920s or perhaps early 
1930s, whereas in the Appalachian area 
States, it made its exit in the mid-forties 
and up to the very early 1950s. 


The use of scrip has been attacked from 
many sides. It may be remembered that 
Eleanor Roosevelt, during her humanitarian 
crusades, attacked the use of Scrip as an 
evil thing. The Treasury Department has 
always considered it a thorn in its side 
and the United Mine Workers Union opposed 
1tS promiscuous use. 


SCRIP HISTORY 


The private use of scrip and token money 
probably came to this land with the White 
man. The use of coal scrip was initiated 
for a number of reasons including the re- 
moteness of the coal operator with a few 
alternatives. 


First, it was necessary to run a Spur rail- 
road line, which particularly in the 
mountaineous areas, was the only method 

of transportation to and from the coal 
camp. Since there was no housing it was 
necessary for the coal company to build 
housino. There was no local store and thus 
the birth of the Commissary or the Company 
Store, in order that the miner and his 
family could obtain the necessities of life. 


Therefore, it may be said that the coal 
company got into the store business out of 
necessity; however, it did not take them 
long to recognize a good thing. Almost 
without exception, the commissary carried 
the very best brands of merchandise and 
charged accordingly - yes, their prices 
were normally very high.
